GO "ANYWHERE IT LIKES." HE DENIED THE U.A.R. WAS REFUSING TO LET THE 
FREIGHTER TRANSIT THE CANAL. THE SHIP'S AGENTS SAID YESTERDAY 
AUTHORITIES HAD REFUSED CANAL PASSAGE BECAUSE AGREEMENT HAD ALREADY 
BEEN MADE FOR THE SHIP TO SAIL NORTH. 

THE INGE TOFT AND ITS CREW ARE UNDER CHARTER TO A NEW YORK FIRM 
NEVER PUBLICLY NAMED HERE. THE CASE HAS BEEN GENERALLY REGARDED AS A 
TEST BY THE ISRAELIS TO DETERMINE WHETHER PRESIDENT GAMAL ABDEL NASSER 
OF THE UsAcRe WOULD ALLOW ISRAELI CARGO THROUGH THE CANAL. NASSER 
MAINTAINS THE UeAcRe IS STILL AT WAR WITH ISRAEL AND THE CARGO IS A 
WAR PRIZE. 

ANOTHER SHIP, THE GREEK VESSEL ASTAPYLEA, REMAINS HERE WITH A 
CARGO OF ISRAELY GOODS. ors
